This is a decision on the renewed petition under the unintentional provisions of 37 CFR 1 .137(b), 
filed April 12, 2010, to revive the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

This application became abandoned February 6, 2003 for failure to timely submit a proper reply 
to the final Office action mailed September 5, 2003. The final Office action set a three month 
shortened statutory period of time for reply. A two month petition for extension of time was 
timely requested. Notice of Abandonment was mailed November 16, 2004. A petition under 37 
CFR 1.137(b) was filed January 14, 2005 and dismissed September 21, 2007. Notice under 37 
CFR 1.251 was mailed July 30, 2009 to which a reply was filed October 19, 2009. A petition 
under 37 CFR 1.137(b) was filed October 24, 2007 and dismissed March 1, 2010. 

A grantable petition pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .137(b) must be accompanied by: (1) the required 
reply to the outstanding Office action or notice, unless previously filed; (2) the petition fee as set 
forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.1 7(m); (3) a statement that the entire delay in filing the required reply from 
the due date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b) 
was unintentional; and (4) any terminal disclaimer (and fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.20(d)) 
required pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .137(c).
